Mr. Gibson urged sane methols of 
teaching reading and prover sele“t’on 
of material for the different grad ss 
in order to produce a love. of goo" 
literature, which he defined as ihe 
best. thoughts of the best men ex- 
pressed in the best way. He. claimed 
that the reading of ‘such literature 
pond be a unilying power in our 
cosmopolitan © poptlation; would 
enrich and enlarge our vocabulary : 
would remedy the errors of our fpuk- 
‘en English; would cultivate the 
imagination; would he the means of 
procuiting a genuine education 
woald promote ‘cu:ture, and by leud- 
ing to the discernment of beauty ald 
to the enjoyment of Life. 

Perhaps the stron,ese paper preseat- 
ed was Mr. McKenzie’s- 

The small amount of time given Lhe 
subject of Temperance and Fygien 
on our time tables, and the email 
amount of material provided for the 
teaching -of the subject scemed to nim 
entirely disproportionate to its great 
importance. Statistics of the colossa' 
evils resulting from the use of intox- 
icants were given ina comprehensible 
form. The inference could easily be 
drawn that if our schools are to ac- 
complish that for which they exist— 
ithe makintr of men and womert--bet- 
ter work must be done in this depart 
ment.

Valley Stone 


In style of--architecture the new 
Knox College will follow the lines of 
the University College building, the 
general type heing the same; only {n- 
stead of the Norman tower and square 
arch Knox will adopt the Collegiate 
Gothic variety. In material, as well as 
in architectural’ form, the new build- 
ing will harmonize, being constructed 
throughout ‘of the’same Credit Valley 
stone, a sort of sandstone, the same-as 
that used in the new Library building, 
and somewhat different in color-from 
the reddish Credit Valley stone being 
used in the new portions of the Parlia. 
ment buildings. - Arranged in the form 
of a quadrangle, the academic part of 
the group .of buildings will face the 
University lawn, while the dormitories 
will occupy the part to the west of 
the interior court, and will have: their 
front outlook- on..St. George Street. 
There will thus:be main entrances 
both on the eastern side, from the 
campus, and on.St. George Street. 

Six class rooms and six rooms for 
professors will be located in the east- 
ern portion ofthe building, besides 
the brary, with its stock room, which 
will hold 75,000 volumes, and reading 
room to accommodate seventy-five to 
@ hundred men, also a chapel and-con- 
gregational hall to seat five hundred 
persons. Below the chapel will be an 
examination hall and a gymnasium, 
these extending under the whole area 
of the chapel. © 

The residential portion of the build- 
ing will accommodate in the dormi- 
tories one hundred and twenty, while 
there will be a dining-room in which 
a@ hundred and fifty can be seated.

Pekin, . Oct. 30.—The' Viceroy. of 
Canton: telegraphed to’ the» ’ Chinese 
cabinet today that, the. situation’. is 
He says he. cannot 
rely on. the new. army. and. has’ no 
ammunition for-the old troops, upon 
whom he must. depend. 

He strongly-urges the government 
immediately. to grant all the demands 
of the political agitators, particular- 
izing an early parliament and the 
ousting of all Manchus from the ‘gab, 
inct. 


DIMMAND NEW PARLIAM ENT 


Pekin, Oct: 30.—A caucns of the 
constitutional and’ progressive par- 
ties, comprising .a majority of tho 
membership of the national assembly, 
has formulated. a serics of demands 
upon: the’ throne for immediate rad- 
ical reforms as the only possibility 
of averting the disruption of the 
empire; 

The assemblymen construe the over- 
throw of governmental authority in 
four provincial capitals and -Yang-tse 
cities as a political rather than an 
anti-dynastic revolt, but assert their 
conviction that its spread through 
the entire south is avoidable only by 
prompt steps to meet popular dis- 
content. 

The assembly will demand the im- 
medi¢te appointment of. a truly 
responsible cabinet. 

Recognizing that the appointive 
power rests with the throne the as- 
sembly makes no specific recommen- 
dation, but this means that the Man- 
chu princess and other incompetents 
will be removed and that Yuan-Shi- 


ec to name his ministry. 

The assembly demands: the election 
of a parliament with full powers 
next year; that the government 
take no severe measures against, the 
rebels ; that- the eminent reformers 
Kang-Yu-Wei and Liang-Chi-Chao, 
now exiled, be recalled for service. 

The leaders announce that if these 
steps are taken the assembly will 
vote supplies and approve the neces- 
sary loans to put down the armed 
rebellion. ; 

PANIC IN PEKIN. 


Pekin, Oct. 30.—The situation in 
Pekin is becoming worse. A verit- 
able panic prevails among the Man- 
chus, and’ the Manchus women are 
adopting Chinese and attempting to 
make their feet appear small by 
peculiarly constructed shoes. Trains 
leaving the capital for the most, part 
are drawn by two engines. So heavy 
are they loaded that the people are 
sitting on top of their household. be- 
longings. Officials are seeking asy- 
Jums for their wives and children 
among the foreigners. 

Prior to the revolution the news- 
papers frequently cried out against 
the presence of foreign soldiers, but 
the natives now are flecing to them 
for shelter. One report fixes tomor- 
row night as an outbreak, but the 
presence of 15,000 Manchu troops 
against 3,090 Chinese temporarily en- 
sures the safety of the capital. 

The only danger seems to be from 
a sudden attack against the throne, 
or against the officials which might 
precipitate the threatened massacre 
by the Manchus.

The incerrogation is on many 
tongues throughout this broad Abber- 
ta, and it seems that the only plaus- 
ible explanation of the paradox is 
that the policy of Premier Sifton in 
regard to the Alberta and Great 
Waterworks embroglio is not popu- 
lar with the masses. It is in the 
south that support. was expected to 
rise for the action taken in connec- 
tion wi.h the case by the present 
government, but that this support is 
lacking in the constituencies which 
were lately represented by advocates 
of the Premier’s policy, is clear as 
the morning sun. The Great Water- 
ways railway question was made the 
paramount issue in the southern cam- 
paign, and Premier Sifton and his 
cabinet worked hard and consistently 
to make the decision quite the oppo- 
site from what it was. The Conserv- 
atives have cause for rejoicing. 

The ascembling of the Legislature 
will be watched by the country with 
keenest interest. While apparently 
overwhelmingly Liberal; the adminis- 
tration is admittedly not so secure 
as the official roster might indicate. 
It will be remembered that on divi- 
sions over the Waterways issue last 
session, several of the Liberal mem- 
bers, led by ex-Premier Rutherford 
and ex-Attorney General Cross, voted 
with the Opposition against the Gov- 
ernment. On these occasions Premier 
Sifton had a majority of but seven, 
exclusive of the speaker. Of the Pre- 
mier’s supporters at that time, 
Messrs..Buchanan, Warnock and Mc- 
Arthur are now missing, their places 
being taken by out and out oppon- 
ents in Messrs. Steward, Kemmis and 
Riley. On a basis of last year the 
majority of the administration is 
now reduced to two or three and if 
there is no change in the situation 
when the house reassembles the pro 
gress of the government will be made 
precarious indecd.

Sermon by Canon Beeching 
“Love to God” 


The following is the full text of 
the sermon preached by Canon Beech- 
ing on Sunday morning in Westmin- 
ster Abbey: 

“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy strength, and 
with all thy mind.’’—Luke x. 27. 
You have heard the story in which 
my text occurs read for the Gospel. 
A teacher of the law had come to 
test our Lord’s orthodoxy with a 
question as to the whole duty of man. 
In what does man’s truce iife, as the 
creature of God, consist? Our Lord 
for reply refers him to the Divine 
law of which he is a professed teach- 
er. ‘What is written in the law? 
Flow readest thou?!’ And the lawyer 
quotes a passage from Deuteronomy 
and a passage from Leviticus which 
seemed to him to sum up the whole 
teaching of the law under the two 
heads of a man’s duty to God and 
his neighbor. And our Lord replied, 
“Thou hast answered right; this do 


and thou shalt live.’’ That is the 
true life for man. And there the 
matter might have ended. But the 


lawyor had made no way with his 
purpose. Christ had made no state- 
ment that could be controverted. 
Indeed He had made no statement at 
all. Instead of answering He had 
turned the tables, and questioned the 
lawyer, whose original question look- 
ed unnecessary, because he had been 
made to answer it himself. So, to 
justify his appearance as a question- 
er, he makes another effort. He 
seems to say, You do nut teach what 
we teach. So there must be some 
difference somewhere, and if we pro- 
fess the same principles perhaps we 
differ in a point of interpretation. 
Perhaps under this term ‘‘neighbor’’ 
You include people we do not include 
—te.g., publicans. Who, then, in Your 
judgment, is my neighbor to whom I 
owe love? 

THE NEGLECT OF THE FIRST 
GREAT COMMANDMENT. 

I do not propose this morning te 
dwell upon our Lord’s answer to the 
lawyer's second question, which was 
given in the parable of the Good 
Samaritan, except to ask you to be 
liberal in your gifts of oil and wine 
to the sick children who are the rep- 
resentatives before us this morning 
whom we 
owe duty. I want to call attention 
to the curious fact that the lawyer 
raises no question about the keeping 
of the First Commandment, ‘* Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God."’ — {Hle 
left that on one side. But when our 
Lord ‘Himself spoke of eternal life, 
He laid all the stress on the Com- 
mandment that the lawyer passed 
over: “This is eternal life to know 
Thee the only true God." = This 
morning, then, let us reflect whether 
the lawyer’s attitude to the First and 
Great Commandment is not a com- 
mon one; whether we are not, many 
of us, disposed to place the whole 
life of man in his duty to bis neigh- 
bor, ignoring or undervaluing his 
duty to God, and that in various 
ways for various reasons. What are 
the reasons that make this a diffi- 
cult Comymandment to keep? One 
very general reason lies in a want of 
imagination. God is invisible ; we 
have no sense by which he can _ be 
discerned. The great joy that we 
look forward to in heaven is that of 
‘knowing God as we are known,” 
“seeing Him face to face’’—that is, 
having a consciousness of His pres- 
ence as we are conscious. here of the 
presence of our friends, But mean- 
while neither sight, nor touch, nor 
hearing, nor any subtler sense brings 
us any report of the Divine Presence ; 
and so it comes about that . because 
God does not reveal Himself to our 
consciousness we are apt to forget 
that His presence is as certain as 
our own. We should all acquiesce in 
the doctrine that ‘in Him we_ live 
and move and have our being;’’ we 
should admit that, but for the Will 
of God sustaining the world and our- 
selves from moment to moment, this 
universal frame of things would come 
to irreparable ruin—nay, would van- 
ish away like smoke, dissolve, and 
disappear into the nothingness from 
which it sprang; being indeed but 
a thought in the Divine Mind, it 


could) change by the Divine Will. 
But how little do the most of men 
let this consideration of their abso- 


lute and momentary dependence upon 
God weigh with them. They say, in 
fact if not in word, ‘The world com- 
es not to an end;” “All things con- 
tinue as at the beginning.” The 
very persistence of God's good will 


to the world leads them to ignore 
that goodwill altogether. Because 
the world goes on by God's good 


providence, God Himself is let drop 
out of the picture. Now such indifi- 
erence to God's presence in our hab- 
itual thoughts about the world and 
life, if we give way to it, must have 
very practical consequences, in view 
of the fact that God wishes us to 
live one kind of life and not another. 
If God was merely a Spirit of Life, 
present everywhere, informing every- 
thing, and upholding the world, then, 
although we fergot Him, and acted 
as though He were not present, there 
would be no important consequence— 
we should live in Him and He in us— 
and the glory would be His and ours 
the benefit ; but if He be, as we are 
taught in Scripture, and believe, not 
only a Spirit of Life, but a Spint 
of Holiness, not only about our path 
and about our bed, and acquainted 
with all our ways, but also ‘ One of 
purer eyes than to behold evil’’—then 
the recollection that our inmost 
thoughts, from moment to moment, 
are naked and open to Him is a ree- 
ollection that must have a restrain- 
{ng influence upon conduct. 


And this 
recollection, alas! is not always with 
us, We assent to these things when|God and worshipping Him—i e, 
they are laid before us in the Bible.!personal relation of 


; nd-have’ no’ wish | to, 
deny-the fact of God's Presence ; we 
admit the certainty: of it, for ‘by 
Him ‘and. through Him and: to “Him 
are all things.’’ But such an occas- 
ional acknowledgement is a ~-very 
different. thing from that constant 
thought ‘and deep love of Him with 
all the poweré of our nature of which 
the Commandment | speaks—‘ Thou 
shalt love’the Lord thy God with all 
thy ‘heart, ‘soul, strength, and mind. 
A love of that.sort must carry with 
it a life lived in_the perpetual sense 
of God’s care for us—doing our work 
a: under our:great Taskmaster’s eye. 
Wall, brethren, we men are creatures 
oc limited capacity, and most of 
cur daily thoughts have to be given 
to our daily task-work, without much 
reference to the heavenly Taskmaster 
‘Each day brings its petty dust 
Our soon choked souls to fill, 
And we forget because we must, 
And not because we will.’ 


THE NBED OF MEDITATION. 


But, still, no one is so engrossed 
with business that he cannot — set 
aside a portion-of each day for the 
purpose of remembering God. If God 
were to forgetus, we should cease 
to exist: God is there whether we 
remember Him or not; but it can- 
not be right not to remember our 
Creator, and, as I said, it must have 
consequences for conduct, since to 
love and revere God brings with it 
the ‘love ‘and respect for His Com- 
mandments. Let us make time, then, 
every day for this communion of our 
spirits with the Creator Spirit, ‘‘at 
evening and morning and at noonday 
will I pray, and he shall hear my 
voice.’’ And besides these moments 
of every day’ snatched from business 
we all have Sunday, which is meant 
to be a special day of consideration ; 
Sunday is vouchsafed as a day to 
rouse our imagination so as to see 
things as they really are, and not as 
we have to regard them for business 
purpose—to see things on their Div- 
ine side, to see men and women, not 
as buyers and sellers, customers and 
clients, but as spiritual beings, child- 
ren of the spirit of God; to see in 
the difficulties of life, not merely per- 
sonal hindrances, but so much mater- 
ial for the Spirit’s use in moulding a 
character after the pattern of Christ 
—to see in the beauty of Nature a 
message of the love of God ; to come 
into His Presence with Thanksgiving, 
and into His courts with _ praise. 
Do not, brethren, allow modern fash- 
ions to divert from a real use of this 
day of recollection, which is given to 
lift your thoughts to God. What- 
ever does that is a right use of 
the day ; whatever interferes with 
that must be reckoned a waste of 
precious opportunity. 

THE LOVE OF GOD IS SOME- 
THING BEYOND LOVE OF OUR 
NEIGHBOR. 

But in the second place there are 
those who do not respect this Com- 
mandment to love God—not from 
mere carelessness and defect of imagi- 
nation, but because they have brought 
themselves to think that there is no 
duty to God except a man's duty to 
his neighbor, or, as they would 
put it, that there is no religion 
outside morality. We should all go 
with them a certain way, we should 
agree that character—the life after 
God’s Will—is the highest thing in 
the world ; and we should admit that 
conduct is the only true test of re- 
ligion. Christ Himself warned us 
against saying ‘‘Lord, Lord’ without 
being what He bids, us. ‘ He that 
keepeth my Commandments,” He 
said,. ‘he it is that loveth Me.’’ We 
are sure, then, that there can be no 
hove to God where there is no obedi- 
ence to God’s Commandments... But 
can there be obedience without. love? 
Can there be hearty and _ intelligent 
obedience to God's Commandments 
without the love of God‘ who gave 
the Commandments? Or put it in 
this way : Can any one perform acts 
of real goodness, and can any one 
love goodness without loving the very 
Spirit from Whom all | goodness 
flows? Of course, it is plain that we 
may perform certain moral actions 
which are now enforced by the law 
of the land or the customs of soci- 
ety without having any love of God 
ot of goodness. It takes little relig- 
ion, probably, to keep the majority 
of educated Englishmen from murder. 
But take the case of the Seventh 
Commandment which the law of 
God puts on a level with the Sixth, 
while the law of the State does vot. 
At once you have a sharp line drawn 
between the churen and. the world ; 
between those who love God and keep 
His Commandments and those Who 
think no harm to allow themselves 
in the lusts of flesh. For why should 
@ man or a woman not allow them- 
selves in fleshly lusts, supposing 
their inclination lies that way? The 
only answer is, because they believe 
it to be hateful to God; because 
they love goodness. One vast differ- 
ence that Christianity made to the 
heathen world was in respect of pur- 
ity of life—as we may learn from 
St. Paul's Epistles. To those, then, 
who tell us that they admire the 
Christian morality while putting on 
one side the Christian religion, we 
must) reply that the two things 
cannot be separated; they have in 
practice never been separated. The 


Christian rule ‘‘to love one another” 


which forbids taking any cmel and 
selfish advantage of one’s neighbor 
rests only upon the will and charac- 
ter of God, as it 1s revealed to us 
in Jesus Christ our Lord. Apart 
from the fact that we are children 
of God, there is no reason why two 
men should love each other any more 
than why two dogs should love each 
other ; and the present activity of the 
Divorce Court is a terrible proof, if 
proof were needed, that neither 
gentleness of birth, nor education, 
nor fear of puwble opihion can bring 
forth in men and women the fruits of 
good living. The root of morality is 


religion—the love and reverence for 
God. ‘Thou shalt love.” 
THE OBJECTION THAT GOD 


NEEDS NOT OUR LOVE. 
But, onee more, and on a_ higher 


level, there are some who find the 
language of religion about loving 
the 

Spirit with 


spirit—difficult to use, because they 
cannot understand how the Eternal 
and Omnipresent God- can care. for 
human,love and human worship. They 
say to us, How. can the.- righteous 
Lawgiver. be moved by: human. prayer 
—still Jess, if possible;-how .can: He 
be moved by human praise? / What. is 
our answer to thatf How’ do ‘we 
justify the solemn services which we 
this week resume.in_ this: - ancient 
church? Well,. brethren, we should 
allow that this objection fs at least 
a reverent one. We should say that 
it is indeed amazing to us that the 
deep stillness of God's perfect joy 
should be stirred by any human cry. 
But we should say that the fact of 
Creation was equally amazing. Why 
did God oreate at all? What satis- 
faction can a perfect Being find in 
the existence of imperfect things? We 
must leave that. argument, thercfore, 
aside. And, secondly, we should 
point out that people in their zeal 
for the majesty of God sometimes 
muke Him less than man instead of 
more than man—by denying to Him 
those qualities of love and interest 
which we value in ourselves, and 
which can only exist in us as com- 
ing from Him, the Immortal Love 
from Whom we spring. And we 
should also say, and most emphati- 
cally, that the most that we know of 
God we know from Jesus Christ, and 
He has authorised us to judge the 
Father from Himself. ‘““No man 
knoweth the Father save,’’ and ‘‘No 
man hath seen.’’ So, then, if we 
find the Son loving men with wonder- 
ful affection, and seeking their love 
in return, we dare be sure that the 
Father also loves us and desires our 
love ; if we find the Son of God tak- 
ing delight in the faith that asks, 
‘and asks again, rather than in the 
self-satisfaction that asks for noth- 
ing, we dare be sure that the Father, 
although He knows what— we have 
need of before we ask Him, does not 
disdain our prayers; and if we find 
the Son more pleased with the one 
leper who returned to give’ thanks 
than with the nine who took Fis gift 
without acknowledgement, we dare be 
sure that the Father also does not 
disdain our thanksgiving. The guide 
to all out thoughts of God must be 
that great saying of Christ, ‘‘He that 
hath seen Me hath seen the Father;’’ 
and with the vision before us of the 
holiness and loving kindness of God 
in the face of God, we shall not find 
it unreasonable to love Him with 
all our heart and mind and soul and 
strength. 


LOVE THE RESPONSE TO THE 
CALL OF GOD. 


The sum, then, of what I have 
been endeavoring to say is this :— 
We who are Christians mugt not let 
any of our human defecte and temp- 
tations, whcther the natural difficul- 
ty of keeping God in mind and re- 
membering His Presence; or, again, 
the Englishmen’s wise preference of 
deeds before words; or the (would- 
be) philosophical desire to empty 
our idea of God of human elements— 
we must not Iet these things inter- 
fere with that habitual communion 
between our own spirits and the 
Spirit which is our first duty and 
highest privilege as God’s creatures 
and children. “Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God.’’ How shall we at- 
tain to keep this Commandment bet- 
ter? How can we grow in love to 
God? The answer is by the consider- 
ation of God’s love to us. The Jews, 
to whom this Commandment was 
first given, were encouraged to love 
God by the recollection that it was 
He Who had delivered them out of 
Egypt. “I am the Lord thy (God 
which brought thee forth out of the 
land of Egypt, out of the house of 
bondage. Thou shalt have none 
other gods but me, and thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and mind, and_ strength.” 
Does not: the Commandment come to 
us with an even more appealing 


claim? Creation, redemption, sancti- ia 


fication, those are the great words 
under which the Apostle sums up the 
mysterious action of the Triune God 
on our behalf. ‘‘We believe that it is 
He Who hath made us and not we 
ourselves;’’ we believe that he has 
redeemed us from the tyranny of 
sin; we believe that it is He Who 
gives us courage and strength to 
tread the difficult path of our daily 
duty ; we believe that it is He who 
has enriched our life with the love 
of parents, or wife, or children, or 
friends, and when we consider that, 
we need no bidding to lift up our 
hearts; our hearts lift up them- 
selves to One Who has not thought 
it a waste of His world to call us 
into being, so that He could shape 
us (if it might be) into the likeness 
of the Beloved Son, and = Who, 
through all our blindness, and ob- 
stinacy, and petty pride, has main- 
tained His purpose, and has preserv- 
ed us till to-day, calling us by in- 
numerable voices to leave our selfish- 
ness and childish vanities and walk 
with Him.
